Should  women  be  drafted  for  military 
service?  No,  an  emphatic  no,  is  the  reply 
from  a  majority  of  Lasell  students  partici- 
pating in  a  recent  campus  survey. 


In  fact,  most  of  those  responding 
don't  want  to  see  either  GI  Joe  or 
GI  Jane  in  olive  drab  unless  it's  on 
a  purely  voluntary  basis. 

Of  course,  whether  or  not 
women  must  be  included  in  any 
military  registration  plan  won't  be 
decided  in  Auburndale,  but  in 
Washington.  The  Supreme  Court  is 
expected  to  rule  shortly  on  a  suit 
filed  by  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union.  The  suit  challenges  the  con- 
stitutionality of  excluding  women 
from  mandatory  draft  registration. 
At  the  moment,  women  in  the 
armed  services  are  excluded,  by 
law  and  military  policy,  from 
combat  duty. 

About  18%  of  Lasell's  total  en- 
rollment of  650  students  responded 
to  the  questionnaire  distributed  by 
the  College's  Office  of  External 
Affairs  last  December.  Questions 
covered  attitudes  on  the  Equal 
Rights  Amendment,  the  drafting  of 
women,  and  military  service  in 
general. 

While  most  respondents,  66%, 
do  support  the  ERA,  only  35% 
feel  that  if  men  are  drafted  women 
should  be  drafted  as  well.  Their 
objections  run  the  gamut  of  moral, 
cultural  and  emotional  arguments. 

Many  students  note  their  opposi- 
tion to  violence  of  any  kind,  in  or 
out  of  combat.  "I  hate  the  whole 
concept  of  war  and  would  not 
serve,"  wrote  one  senior.  "I  don't 
think  men  who  are  opposed  to 
military  service  should  go  either." 

Other  students  feel  that  society 
would  be  better  served  by  adhering 
to  traditional  male  and  female 
roles.  Noted  one  freshman:  "If 
women  were  in  combat  and  died, 
where  would  new  male  offspring 
come  from?  Men?" 

Another  commonly  cited  reason 
against  the  drafting  of  women  is 
the  difference  in  physical  capabili- 
ties between  the  sexes.  "Women 
can  do  just  about  anything  they 
want  to  do.  But  they  are  not 
physically  adept  at  some  of  the 
work  men  do,  for  instance,  bearing 
arms,"  commented  a  freshman.

Even  so,  44%  stated  that  they 
would  serve,  if  absolutely  neces- 
sary, but  only  in  non-combat  roles 
as  secretaries  or  clerks,  or  for 
humanitarian  reasons  as  nurses  or 
medical  aides. 

Overall,  59%  oppose  military 
registration  for  either  sex.  In  the 
words  of  one  senior,  "There  are  no 
advantages  to  a  draft  plan.  Period." 

On  the  other  hand,  military  re- 
cruiters may  take  heart  that  34% 
of  the  survey's  respondents  felt 
more  positively  about  universal 
registration  and  military  life.  The 
most  frequently  cited  reasons: 
patriotism;  a  belief  that  equal  rights 
demand  equal  obligations;  and  a 
desire  for  educational  and  career 
advancement  through  military 
training. 

"It's  our  country.  Let's  all  do  our 
duty,"  stated  one  freshman.  A 
senior  advocated  two  years  of 
compulsory  public  service  in  the 
armed  forces.  Peace  Corps,  or 
other  service  capacity  for  "every- 
one— men  and  women." 


One  senior  expressed  confidence 
in  women's  collective  ability  to 
exert  positive  influences  in  all  areas 
of  society.  "Fair  is  fair.  If  women 
want  to  retain  the  rights  to  which 
they  are  entitled,  they  must  accept 
their  duties  as  equal  citizens.  A  lot 
of  women  have  already  displayed 
enormous  talent  and  ability  in  busi- 
ness, government  and  education. 
They  can  do  the  same  in  the  mili- 


tary, especially  since  modern  tech- 
nology means  that  a  lot  of  soldiers 
need  brains  as  much  as  brawn." 

In  fact,  a  recent  Newsweek 
article  (Feb.  18,  1981)  reported 
that  150,000  women  already  make 
up  about  8%  of  U.S.  military  per- 
sonnel. According  to  the  report, 
one  of  the  attractions  of  military 
service  is  that  "the  military  does 
offer  a  degree  of  authority  and 
responsibility  not  often  found  in  the 
private  sector." 

That  opportunity  for  advance- 
ment appeals  to  some  Lasell 
women.  Twenty-one  students  indi- 
cated that  they  have  given  consid- 
eration to  enlisttng  in  a  branch  of 
the  service.  One  plans  to  sign  up  in 
September.  Another  candidly  . 
noted  that  she  aspires  to  "go  to 
school,  not  to  war"  during  her  tour 
of  duty.  "I  have  a  better  chance  of 
learning  a  marketable  skill  in  the 
Army  than  I  do  fetching  coffee  in  a 
typing  pool,"  she  commented. 

It's  the  spirit  of  adventure  that 
calls  to  others.  From  a  freshman: 
"Money,  job  training,  a  chance  to 
travel  and  meet  people,  plus  a 
sense  of  fulfillment  knowing  that 
I'm  serving  my  country.  Not  bad 
for  an  entry  level  job." 

And  the  bottom  line?  If  the 
Supreme  Court  decides  in  favor  of 
mandatory  draft  registration  for 
women,  44%  of  the  survey's 
respondents  say  they'll  comply  with 
the  law;  17%  are  uncertain;  and 
39%  say  they'll  resist  registration. 

GI  Jane  promises  to  continue  as 
a  subject  of  controversy  on  campus. 


Move  Over,  Private  Benjamin 


With  ail  due  respect  to  Goldie 
Hawn,  star  of  the  current  hit  movie 
Private  Benjamin,  Lasell  women  were 
marching  in  step  back  in  1887  when 
military  training  was  first  introduced  on 
campus. 

Having  returned  from  a  year  in 
Europe,  then -principal  (president) 
Charles  Bragdon  created  a  national 
sensation  by  ordering  twice-a-week 
military  drills  to  be  substituted  for  more 
genteel  gymnastics. 

An  1894  yearbook  describes  the 
scene:  "The  dignified,  soldier-like 


bearing  of  the  young  women,  their 
strict  attention  to  duty,  and,  above  all, 
their  instant  obedience  to  orders, 
arouse  the  greatest  admiration,  and 
immediately  bring  to  one's  mind  the 
thought,  'What  can't  a  woman  do?'". 

Proponents  claimed  the  training  to 
be  beneficial  mentally,  morally  and 
physically,  and  the  drills  caused  a  local 
sensation.  Supporters  and  the  merely 
curious  soon  flocked  to  Lasell  for  the 
yearly  public  drill  exhibitions. 

These  drills  were  held  on  the  field 
near  Bragdon  Hall,  below  a  bunting-

draped  Crows'  Nest,  with  Lasell 
women  outfitted  with  helmets, 
wooden  rifles,  and  very  real  swords. 
The  Newton  high  school  band  pro- 
vided the  requisite  marches. 

An  article  in  the  Boston  Sunday 
Globe  of  May  22,  1898, 'describes  the 
colorful  company  and  battalion 
banners  draped  on  Carpenter  and 
Bragdon  Halls  and  reports  that  "the 
amateur  soldiers  acquitted  themselves 
most  creditably,  their  marching  in 
column  of  fours  receiving  enthusiastic 
applause  .  .  .  and  their  exhibition  of 
bayonet  practice  proving  one  of  the 
best  features  of  the  exhibition." 

The  Lasell  battalions  flourished  until 
a  few  years  before  the  outbreak  of 
World  War  1.  A  whimsical  poem  in  the 
1893  yearbook  relates  the  dismay  of 
the  young  henpecked  husband  of  a 
former  Lasell  soldier:

The  husband  leads  a  stormy  life. 

Captain  s  a  part  she  hues  to  play 

From  eventide  to  dawn  of  day.

And  the  wailing  infant  in  them  lies. 

So  he  must  rise. 

To  sing  lullabies. 

Now.  "Forward,  march!"  he  must  next  obey. 
The  infant's  wails  he  too  must  soothe. 

She,  sleep  enjoys  till  break  of  day, 

While  her  poor  husband's  on  the  move. 

She  — in  repose. 

He  —  marching  goes. 

A  fine  cigar 

He  fain  would  smoke, 

But,  no,  'tis  "Halt!" 

And  it's  no  joke. 

And  thus  he  goes  from  morn  to  eve; 

And  thus  Eve  makes  him  go. 

Tis  all  very  well,  don't  you  believe? 

Truly,  don't  you  think  so?

Tax  Alert  for 

Massachusetts 

Alumnae 

Private  colleges  in  Massachusetts 
face  a  real  and  serious  threat  in  the 
wake  of  Proposition  £¥2,  the  threat  of 
taxation.  It  appears  that  many  cities 
and  towns,  frantic  to  find  new  sources 
of  revenue,  are  eyeing  traditionally 
tax-exempt  properties  such  as  private 
colleges,  hospitals,  and  libraries. 

"It's  a  threat  that  cannot  be  taken 
lightly,"  says  Lasell  president  Arthur 
M.  Griffin,  "for  taxation  could  deal  a 
devastating  blow  to  colleges,  such  as 
Lasell,  which  are  already  straining  to 
make  ends  meet." 

Because  Lasell's  endowment  is 
small,  and  because  she  relies  heavily 
on  tuition  charges  to  operate,  Lasell 
would  have  no  recourse  but  to  pass 
the  tax  burden  along  to  students  and 
their  parents.  And  the  fact  is,  tuitions 
and  fees  are  already  at  a  difficult  level 
for  many  Lasell  students. 

Moreover,  the  tax  question  comes 
at  the  worst  possible  time,  just  when 
the  federal  government  is  making 
serious  cuts  in  student  aid  programs. 
"To  tax  colleges,  to  treat  them  as 
profit-making  operations  which  they 
most  certainly  arc  not,  and  to 
jeopardize  the  educational  plans  of 
students,  is  unconscionable,"  says 
Griffin. 

He  urges  all  Massachusetts  alumnae 
to  keep  abreast  of  legislative  attempts 
to  tax  private  schools,  and  to  protest 
such  moves.  "The  power  of  a  letter, 
even  a  short  note,  to  your  state 
senator  or  representative,  or  to  your 
town  officers,  cannot  be  overesti- 
mated," says  Griffin,  "It  is  a  powerful 
tool.  When  the  time  is  ripe,  you  will 
be  contacted  by  your  Alma  Mater  to 
join  the  issue." 


Lasell  Clubs:  A  Place  of  Your  Own

Sometimes  it  seems  as  though  all  roads 
lead  to  a  Lasell  Club.  Indeed,  with  its  19 
vigorous  chapters,  Lasell  boasts  a  more 
extensive  network  than  many  larger 
colleges. 


While  Lasell  Clubs  never  really  ex- 
perienced the  dormant  period  that 
many  other  alumni  groups  faced  in  the 
turbulent  Sixties,  their  recent  growth  in 
numbers  and  participants  reflects  a  re- 
vived interest  not  only  in  school  spirit 
but  in  women's  education. 

Meetings  are  social  events,  of 
course,  but  often  with  an  added 
dimension.  From  time  to  time,  mem- 
bers have  the  chance  to  meet  with 
visiting  administrators,  including  Lasell 
president  Arthur  M.  Griffin,  and 
faculty  members.  And  from  time  to 
time,  alumnae  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  fields  as  diverse  as 
nursing  and  business  are  invited  to 
share  their  expertise  and  experiences. 

It's  that  old  school  tie  that  makes 
the  Clubs  so  valuable  to  the  College, 
says  Bonnie  Bortle,  director  of  the 
Office  of  External  Affairs.  "No  college 
can  afford  to  be  insular,  especially  not 
a  small  institution  like  Lasell.  The 
Clubs  generate  both  visibility  and 
goodwill  for  Lasell  in  communities 
around  the  country.  More  importantly, 
they  provide  a  relaxed  forum  for  inter- 
change among  alumnae,  administra- 
tors and  faculty.  The  ideas  and 
concerns  that  get  bounced  around  are 
essential  to  the  whole  process  of  pre- 
serving cind  updating  the  Lasell 
experience." 

No  less  important  are  the  efforts  of 
Club  members  to  recruit  prospective 
students.  Admissions  director  Harry 
Adamian  notes,  "It  is  alumnae  who 
first  know  of  prospective  students,  and 
alumnae  who  are  most  visible  to 
prospective  students.  What's  more,  it 
is  alumnae  who,  as  relatives,  neigh- 
bors, teachers  or  friends,  advise  and 
counsel  prospective  students." 

Also  invaluable  is  the  pool  of 
"womanpower"  provided  by  Club 
members  to  the  College.  Each  year 
alums  across  the  country  volunteer 
countless  hours  to  staff  phonathons, 
coordinate  career  seminars,  and 
organize  fund-raisers  as  diverse  as 
auctions  and  ski  trips  and  potluck 
suppers.

The 
National  Council  of  Instructional 
Administrators  has  a  membership  of 
about  450  two-year  college  administra- 
tors, mainly  academic  deans,  division 
chairmen,  and  a  few  college 
presidents. 

As  New  England  delegate  this  year 
to  the  Council,  Dean  Bazer  has 
focused  his  efforts  on  having  the 
Council  examine  the  effect  of  profes- 
sional accrediting  associations  on  the 
curricula  of  community  and  junior 
colleges.  This  issue  will  be  a  major  one 
for  the  Council  during  the  coming 
year.
